© The Biſhops, and their Courts, were as eager.

© reſpect of the Generality and Multiplicity of Vex- 
© ations z which lighting upon the meaner Sort of 
© Tradeſmen and Artificers, did impoveriſh many 
© Thouſands, and ſo afflict and trouble others, that 
great Numbers, to avoid their Miſeries, departed 
out of the Kingdom; ſome into New-England, 
and other Parts of America; others into Holland, 
< where they have tranſported their Manufactures of

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Kingdom; and ſuch Men were ſure to be weeded An. 12. Car. I,

were Counfellors in Name; but the Power and 
Authority remained in a few of ſuch as were moſt 
addicted to this Party; whoſe Reſolutions and 
© Determinations were brought to the Table for 
© Countenance and Execution, not for Debate 
© and Deliberation; and no Man could offer to op- 
© poſe them without Diſgrace and Hazard to him- 
© ſelf : Nay, all thoſe that did not wholly concur, 
© and actively contribute to the Furtherance of their 
< Deſigns, though otherwiſe Perſons of ever ſo 
great Honour and Abilities, were ſo far from be- 
ing employed in any Place of Truſt and Power, 
© that they were neglected, diſcountenanced, and, 
upon all Occaſions, injur'd and oppreſſed. This 
Faction was grown to that Height and Intire- 
© neſs of Power, that now they began to think of 
< finiſhing their Work, which conſiſted of theſe

© which the Clergy and the Papiſts were very for- 
ward in their Contribution. The Scots likewiſe

Armies were come together, and ready for a

< Diſpoſition, and the Counſel of the Engliſh No- 
© bility and dutiful Submiffion of the Scots, did ſo 
< far prevail againſt the evil Counſel of others, that 
a Pacification was made, and his Majeſty returned 
with Peace and much Honour to London. 
This unexpected Reconciliation was moſt ac- 
< ceptable'to all the Kingdom, except to the ma- 
< lignant Party, whereof the Archbiſhop and the 
< Earl of Strafford being Heads, they and their Fac- 
tion began to inveigh againſt the Peace, and to 
© aggravate the Proceedings of the States; which ſo 
< incenſed his Majeſty, that he forthwith prepared 


© again for War. And ſuch was their Confidence, 


© that, having corrupted and diſtempered the whole 
Frame and Government of the Kingdom, they 
© did now hope to corrupt that which was the only 
Means to reſtore all to a right Frame and Temper 
© again ; to which End they perſuaded his Majeſty 
© to call a Parliament, not to ſeek Counſel and Ad- 


< vice of them, but to draw Countenance and Sup- . 


< ply from them, and engage the whole Kingdom 
© in their Quarrel ; and, in the mean Time, conti- 
© nued all their unjuſt Levies of Money, reſolving 
either to make the Parliament pliant to their Will,

© The Ground alledged for the Juſtification of 
© this War was this, That the undutiful Demand 
C of the Parliament of Scotland was a fufficient Rea- 
+ ſon for his Majeſty to take Arms againſt them, 
5 without hearing the Reaſon of thoſe Demands : 


And thereupon a new Army was prepared againſt 
them; their Ships were ſeized in all Ports both of

This whole Kingdom being moſt miſerably di- 
ſtemper'd with Levies of Men and Money, and 
Impriſonmeſſtts of thoſe who denied to ſubmit to 
< thoſe Levies, the Earl of Strafford paſſed into Ire- 
£ land, cauſed the Parliament there to declare againſt 
© the Scots, to give four Subſidies towards that War, 
and to engage themſelves, their Lives, and For- 


< tunes, for the Proſecution of it; and gave Direc- 


£ tions. for an Army of 8000 Foot and 1000 Horſe

« The. Parliament met upon the 13th Day of 


© April, 1640. The Earl of Strafford and Arch-

< tenance of the War with Scotland, before they had 
provided any Relief forthe great and preſſing Grie-

© ſo far admitted, as that they agreed to take the 
Matter of Supply into Conſideration ; and two ſe- 
< veral Days it was debated, (twelve Subſidies bein

and a third Day was appointed for Concluſion; 
when the Heads of that Party began to fear the

© not delivering ſome Petitions which he had recei- 
© ved by Authority of that Houſe ; and if harſher 
< Courles were intended, as was reported, it is very 
< probable that the Sickneſs of the Earl of Strafford, 


< and the tumultuous Riſing in Southwark, and 


© about Lambeth, were the Cauſes that ſuch violent 
© Intentions were not brought to Execution. 

A falſe and ſcandalous Declaration againſt the 
< Houſe of Commons was publiſhed in his Maje- 
© fty's Name; which yet wrought little Effect with 
© the People, but only to manifeſt the Impudence 
© of thoſe who were the Authors of it. 

A forced Loan of Money was attempted in the 
City of London, and the Lord Mayor and Al- 
< dermen in their ſeveral Wards, enjoined to bring 
in a Liſt of the Names of ſuch Perſons as they 
< judged fit to lend, and of the Sum they ſhould 
© lend; and ſuch Aldermen as refuſed ſo to do, were 
© committed to Priſon. 


»The Archbiſhop, and the other Biſhops and 


< Clergy, continued the Convocation, and, by a 
© new Commiſſion, turn'd it into a Provincial Sy- 
© nod; in which, by an unheard-of Preſumption, 
© they made Canons, that contain in them many 
Matters contrary to the King's Prerogative, to 


the Fundamental Laws and Statutes of the Realm, 


© to the Right of Parliaments, to the Property and 
© Liberty of the Subject; and Matters tending to 
© Sedition, and of dangerous Conſequence ; there- 
© by eſtabliſhing their own Uſurpations, juſtifying 
© their Altar-Worſhip, and thoſe other ſuperſtitious 
Innovations, * they formerly introduced 
© without Warrant of Law. 
© They impoſed a new Oath upon divers of his 
« Majeſty's Subjects, both Eccleſiaſtical and Lay, 
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for Maintenance of their own Tyranny ; laid a An. 15. Car. I. 


« oreat Tax upon the Clergy for Supply of his Ma- 
, jelty ; and, generally, they ſhewed themſelves ve- 
« ry affectionate to the War with Scotland, which 


© was, by ſome of them, ſtyled Bellum Epiſcopale; 


< they compoſed a Prayer, and enjoin'd it to be read 
< in all Churches, calling the Scots, Rebels, to put 
< the two Nations into Blood, and make them irre- 
© concilable. All theſe pretended Canons and Con- 
« ſtitutions were armed with the ſeveral Cenſures of 
£ Suſpenſion, Excommunication, and Deprivation; 
by which they would have thruſt out all the good 
« Miniſters, and moſt of the well- affected People of 
© the Kingdom, and left an eaſy Paſſage to their 
£ own Deſign of Reconciliation with Rome. 

© The Popiſh Party enjoyed ſuch Exemption from 
© the Penal Laws, as amounted to a Toleration, 
« beſides many other Encouragements and Court 
Favours. They had a Secretary of State, Sir 
Francis Vindebant, a powerful Agent for the 
« Speeding of all their Deſires; and a Pope's Nuncio 
© reliding here, to act and govern them according 
£ to ſuch Inſtructions as he received from Rome, and 
© to intercede for them with the moſt powerful 
© Concurrence of the foreign Princes of that Reli- 
gion; by whoſe Authority the Papiſts of all Sorts, 
8 Nobilicy, Gentry, and e were convocated 
c after the Manner of a Parliament; new Juriſdic- 
© tions were erected of Romiſh Archbiſhops; Taxes 
© levied ; another State moulded within this State, 
© independent in Government, contrary in Intereſt 
© and Affection, ſecretly corrupting the ignorant or 
* negligent Profeſſors of our Religion, and cloſely 
* uniting and combining themſelves againſt ſuch as 
© were ſound; in this Poſture waiting for an Oppor- 
© tunity, by Force, to deſtroy thoſe whom they 
© could not hope to ſeduce. For the effectin 
© whereof, they were ſtrengthened with Arms ind 
Munition, and encouraged by ſuperſtitiousPrayers, 
© enjoined by the Nuncio to be weekly made for 
* the Ptoſperity of ſome great Deſign. And ſuch 
Power had they at Court, that, ſecretly, a Com-

< venue anticipated; his Servants and Officers com- 
« pelled to lend great Sums of Money; Multitudes

< with long Attendances there, for refuſing illegal 
Payments; the Priſons were filled with their 
< Commitments ; many of the Sheriffs ſummoned 
© into the Star-Chamber, and ſome impriſoned for 
© not being quick enough in levying the Ship-Mo- 
© ney; the People languiſhed under Grief and Fear, 
© no viſible Hope being left, but in Deſperation; 
the Nobility beginning to be weary of their Silence 
and Patience, and ſenſible of the Duty and Truſt 
© which belongs to them, ſome of the moſt emi-

at ſuch a Time when evil Counſels were ſo ſtrong, 
that they had reaſon to expect more Hazard to

*, * Whilſt the Kingdom was in this Agitation and 


< Diſtemper, the Scots (reſtrained in their Trades, 
© impoveriſhed by the Loſs of many of their Ships, 
© and bereaved of all Poſſibility of ſatisfying his Ma- 
© jeſty by any naked Supplication) entered with a 
powerful Army into the Kingdom; and, without

At our firſt Meeting all Oppoſitions ſeem'd to

forded Difficulty enough. The multiplied Evils,

Commons, he paſſed by them, with ſome Diffi- 
culty, to get to the Houle before them, and ſent in 
Word how near the ſaid Officers and Soldiers were 
come; whereupon a certain Member of the Houſe 
having alſo private Intimation from the Counteſs of 
Carliſle, Siſter to the Earl of Northumberland, that 
Endeavours would be uſed this Day to apprehend 
the five Members, the Houſe required the five Mem- 
bers to depart the Houſe forthwith, to the end to 


avoid Combuſtion in the Houſe, if the ſaid Soldiers 


ſhould uſe Violence to pull any of them out. To 
which Command of the Houſe four of the faid 
Members yielded ready Obedience; but Mr. Strode 
was obſtinate, till Sir Walter Earle, his antient Ac- 
quaintance, pull'd him out by Force, the King be- 
ing at that Time entering into the New Palace-yard, 
in WVe/tminfter : And as his Majeſty came thro' 
W:flininfter-Hall, the Commanders, Reformadoes, 
Ec. that attended him, made a Lane on both Sides 
the Hall thro' which his Majeſty paſſed, and came 
up the Stairs to the Houſe of Commons, and ſtood 
before the Guard of Penſioners and Halberteers, who 
alſo attended the King's Perſon; and the Door of 
the Houſe of Commons being thrown open, his. 
Majeſty entered the Houſe, and as he paſled up to- 


wards the Chair, he caſt his Eye on the Right 


Hand, near the Bar of the Houſe, where Mr. Pymme 
uſed to fit; but his Majeſty not ſeeing him there, 


knowing him well, went up to the Chair, and ſaid,

that I muſt have them whereſcever I find them.

The King, having concluded his Speech, went 
out of the Houſe again, which was in great Diſor- 
der; and many Members cried out aloud, ſo as 
he might hear them, Privilege!

The ſame Evening his Majeſty ſent James 
Maxwell, Uſher of the Houſe of Peers, to the 
Houſe of Commons, to require Mr. Ryſhworth, the 
Clerk-Aſſiſtant, whom his Majeſty had obſerved

At the appointed Time the Commons 
met again; when the Door being ordered to be 
lock'd, the Key brought up, the outward Rooms 
cleared of all Perſons, except Servants to the Mem- 
bers of the Houſe; and alſo that fome of thoſe Ser- 
vants fhould be ſent forth to ſee what Numbers of 


People were repairing towards Weęſiminſter, and to 


bring Notice to the Houſe; a Committee was 
named to confider of ſome Way for vindicating the 
Privileges of Parliament, and for providing for the 
Safety of both Kingdoms, and to preſent it to the 
The Commons -Houfe with all Speed. A Debate then aroſe, Whe- 
adjourn for fix ther this Houſe ſhould be adjourned to Tueſday 
Pan, next, Jan. 11, and a Committee be appointed to 
fit at the Guildball, in London, during that Time? 
The Queſtion was put, and, on a Diviſion of the 
Houſe, there appeared to be 170 Members for it, 
and 86 againſt it. 

The Houſe then agreed upon a Declaration, to 
be forthwith printed and publiſhed, concerning the 
late Breach of Privilege; which was done in theſe

Mr. Fiennes was ſent up to the Lords, to acquaint 
their Lordſhips with the Reaſons why the em 
mons adjourned till Tueſday next, and had fixed a 
Committee to act at Guilaball; which are much the 
ſame as thoſe expreſſed in the above Declaration. 
Adding, That they ſtill deſired their Lordſhips to 
move his Majeſty for ſuch a ſufficient Guard about 


the Parliament, as both Houſes might approve of. 
The Lords return'd for Anſwer to this lat Affair, 


That they had already ſent to the King about it, 
and his Majeſty's Anſwer was, That he would do 
it ſpeedily ; but their Lordſhips would renew it 
again. The Lords ordered alſo, That the Report, 
from the Committee appointed to conſider of the 
Accuſation the Attorney - General had brought 
againſt the Lord Kimbolton and the five Members 
of the Lower Houſe, ſhould be conſidered of; and 
that all the capital Proceedings in Parliament be 
ſearched into on this Occaſion.

ſay then, Mr. Speaker, in this am J guilty of High 
Treaſon; but if this be not to ſubvert the Laws of 
the Land, then, as I conceive, am I clear from being 
guilty of this Article: All which I humbly leave to 
the Conſideration of this Honourable Houſe. 

© Under Favour, Mr. Speaker, I come now to

ments; to proteſt and petition againſt the Proceed- 


ings thereof; is to bring in an arbitrary Form of 
Government: But to agree with the Parliament, 
being a Member thereof, by Vote, to make and 
enact Laws, I conceive this cannot be termed ar- 


bitrary; neither, I perſuade myſelf, can the Effects 


thereof be tyrannical. 

Secondly, Concerning the late Tumults about 
the Houſe, I am innocent thereof; neither came 
they by my Invitation or Encouragement; I always 
thought their Reſorts, in that Sort, were illegal and 
riotous : T have voted with this Houſe for their ſup- 
preſſing; have aſſented to all Orders for their ap- 
peaſing; agreed with the Parliament, in all Things, 
concerning their Petitions and Requeſts : Then I 
hope this Hlonodrable Houſe will not conceive me

Perſons in the King's Abſence; and, in Obedience 


to his Commands, at his Return home, they were 


diſcharged, and afterwards again raiſed by his Ma- 
jeſty's own Royal Authority? And for inviting or 


' procuring any foreign Princes to aid me with an 


Army, I am altogether innocent therein; I know 
of no Aid requir'd but from Scotland, which is done 
by the Parliament; my Vote, as a Member there- 
of, only agreeing with them in the ſame; and that 
Aid is procured for his Majeſty's Aſſiſtance, in ſub- 
duing the Rebellion in /reland, and, as I conceive, 
for no other Purpoſe. And for the laſt Article 
wherewith I am charged, I hope to be cleared by 
this whole Houſe: For what Declarations, or Pro- 
clamations, have been publiſhed but by Authority 
of the Parliament, join'd with his Majeſty's moſt 
Royal Power and Aſſent thereunto? It is manifeſt 
to all People that nothing is publiſhed by the Par- 
liament, or any of the Members thereof, but tend- 
eth to the Winning of the Hearts of his Majeſty's 
Subjects to dutiful Obedience, to intire Love and 
tender Affection, towards their gracious Sovereign. 
And I dare confidently ſay, that there is none of

_ If, If to be queſtioned for free Debating, or 
Arguing, in Parliament be no Breach of this Pri- 
vilege, then we cannot ſafely intermeddle with, or 
itate any Buſineſs whatſoever, either concerning 
Church or State, but what ſhall be appointed and 
nominated by his Majeſty and his Privy Council; 
which is a Reſtriction of the Power of Parliament, 
given unto the ſame by the Royal Confirmation of 
is Majeſty, confirming to us, at our Meeting, all 
our Rights and Privileges. -

Whatſoever 
Miſchief this Obſtruction ſhall produce, we are free 
from it; We may have our Part of the Miſery, we 
can have no Part in the Guilt or Diſhonour. 
2dly, An Obſtruction in Trade: It is Trade 
that brings Food and Nouriſhment to the Kingdom. 
It is that which preſerves and increaſes the Stock 
of the whole, and diſtributes a convenient Portion 
of Maintenance to every Part of it; therefore ſuch 
an Obſtruction as this muſt needs be dangerous, the 

Freedom of Trade being ſo neceſſary, the Benefit 
ſo important, as that it gives Life, Strength, and 

Beauty to the whole Body of the Commonwealth. 

But I muſt proteſt the Houſe of Commons hath gi- 

ven no Cauſe to this Obſtruction: We have eaſed 

Trade of many Burdens and heavy "Taxes, which 

are taken off; we have freed it from many hard 

Reſtraints, by Patents and Monopolies ; we have 
been willing to part with our own Privileges, to 
| ive it Encouragement; we have ſought to put the 

Merchant into Security and Confidence in reſpect 

of the Tower of London, that ſo they might be invi- 

f ted to bring in their Bullion to the Mint, as hereto- 

; fore they have done; and we are no way guilty of 
the Troubles, the Fears, and public Dangers which 
make Men withdraw their Stocks, and to keep their 
Money by them, to be ready for ſuch ſudden Exi- 
gences, as in theſe great Diſtractions we have toe 
much Cauſe to expect. 

3dly, * The Obſtruction in the Relief of Ireland. 

It muſt needs be accounted a great Shame and Diſ- 
honour to this Kingdom, that our Neighbours have 
ſhewed themſelves more forward to| ſupply the 

| Rebels, than we have been to relieve our diſtreſſed 
Brethren and Fellow- Subjects. But I muſt declare

Money and Men, to be employed againſt the Re- 
bels, even in a larger Proportion than the Lords Ju- 
ſtices and Council there did deſire; and, from Time 
to Time, we have done all for the Furtherance 
thereof, though in the Midſt of many Diſtractions 


and Diverſions; but the Want of Commiſſions for 


levying of Men, for iſſuing Arms, and divers other 
Impediments, have been the Cauſes of that Ob- 
ſtruction; and I wiſh we had not only found Im- 
pediments to ourſelves, but alſo Encouragements to 
them. Many of the chief Commanders, now at the 
Head of the Rebels, after we had, with your Lord- 
ſhips Concurrence, topped the Ports againſt all 
Iriſh Papiſts, have been ſuffered to paſs by his Ma- 
jeſty's immediate Warrant, much to the Diſcou- 
ragement of the Lords Juſtices and the Council 
there; and this procured, as we believe, by ſome 
evil Inſtruments too near his Royal Perſon, with- 
out his Majeſty's Knowledge and Intention. 

"3 4thly, 0 The Obſtruction in Proſecution of De- 
linquents. Many we have already brought up to

your Lordſhips ; divers others we have been diſ- 


couraged to tranſmit ; ſuch difficult Proceedings 
have we met withall ; ſuch Terrors and Diſcounte-

vours we have uſed to remove them; but, hither- 
to, without that Succeſs and Concurrence which we 
expected: And where the Stop hath been, and up- 
on what good Grounds we may claim our own In- 
nocency and: Faithfulneſs in this, we defire no 
other Witneſſes but yourſelves  — 
Laftly, ] come to the evil Influences which have 
cauſed this Diſtemper ; and I ſhall content myſelf 
with mentioning thoſe which are moſt important. 


1. © I ſhall remember the evil Counſels' about 


the King, whereof we have often complained. Dif- 
eaſes of the Brain are moſt dangerous, becauſe from 
thence Senſe and Motion are derived to the whole 
Body. The Malignity of evil Counſels will quick- 
ly be infuſed into all Parts of the State.
